Among the serious and multiple cares imposed upon 
Our universal paternity, have always considered 
principal one that giving special attention whatever 
any way refers youth. 

How, then, could allow this occasion pass without 
directing few words precisely you who are the educators 
the future generations whole continent that called 
upon play such important role the history our 
troubled times; you who have come together as- 
sembly which, because the many countries represented, 
the quality the representatives, and the purpose intended, 
can considered, now, fundamental step the 
history Catholic pedagogy the New World?

Therefore, against the pernicious attempts those who 
would completely separate religion from education and from 
the school, who would least place the school and edu- 
cation upon purely naturalistic basis, set the ideal 
work teaching that enriched the inestimable treasure 
sincere faith vivified the grace Our Lord Jesus 
Christ. 

See that your children and your youths they advance 
age, receive religious instruction that accordingly more 
ample and more deeply-established; not forgetting that both 
the full and profound consciousness religious truths, 
well the doubts and difficulties, usually manifest them- 
selves the last years higher studies, especially the 
student has come into contact, can hardly avoided 
today, with persons teachings that are contrary 
Christianity. 

For this reason, religious instruction demands with every 
right place honor the programs universities and 
centers advanced studies.

See that with this instruction there go, closely united, 
the holy fear God, the habit undistracted prayer, and 
the full and intelligent participation the spirit the 
Liturgical Year Holy Mother Church, the source 
countless graces. 

But this work, act with caution and prudence, that 
will the youth himself who will always seeking some- 
thing more and, little little, working himself, will 
learning live and practice his life faith. 

Counteract the lack principles the world today, 
which measures everything the criterion success, with 
education which makes youth capable discerning 
between truth and error, good and evil, right and injustice, 
planting firmly his soul the pure sentiments love, 
fraternity, and fidelity. 

the dangerous motion pictures today, appealing 
they only the senses, and excessively unilateral 
way, carry with them the risk producing souls state 
superficiality and spiritual passiveness, the reading 
good books may supplement what here lacking, thus play- 
ing ever more important role the work education. 


Stress Moral Values 

the exaggerated importance that accorded today 
whatever purely technical and material reply with 
education which always gives first place spiritual and 
moral values; both the natural and, above all, the 
supernatural ones. 

The Church, without any doubt whatever, approves 

such proportion when does not lead worship the 
body, when useful strengthen the body and not 
dissipate its energies, when serves also recreation for 
the spirit and not cause spiritual weakness and crude- 
ness, when supplies new incitements for study and for 
professional work and does not conduce their abandon- 
ment neglect disturbance the peace that should 
reign the sanctuary the home. 

Immoderate pursuit pleasure and lack moral disci-

Teach Self Control 

Counteract this with the education self-control, sac- 
rifice, and renunciation, beginning with smaller things 

and gradually going greater ones; education fidelity 
the fulfilment one’s own duties, sincerity, serenity, 
and purity, especially the years development into 
maturity. 

But never forget that impossible reach this goal 
without the powerful help the Sacraments Confession 
and the Most Holy Eucharist, whose supernatural educa- 
tive value can never duly appreciated. 

Develop the souls children and youth the hierarchical 
spirit which does not deny each age its proper develop-

Not rarely the parents themselves need special help, since 
oftentimes they have not themselves received the necessary 
preparation for the exercise their educative duties; and 
upon good understanding with them will ordinarily depend 
the success education, however good the schools may be, 
and even though the teachers the best.

Help For the Retarded Reader 


IMMIE Barton and Susan Wilks are not 

making progress reading,” sighed the 
third-grade teacher. “And their spelling 
worse. can understand Jimmie’s difficulties,” 
she continued, the supervisor studied the 
accumulative folders the two children, “but 
Susan has such high I.Q.” 

“Susan Wilks; yes, here her Binet. 
128. 

“There must something wrong with that 
test,” complained the teacher. 

Miss Gillingham says, 
her Manual for Remedial Training for Children 
with Specific Disability Reading, Spelling, 
and Penmanship, “When discovered that 
child average high intelligence not 
reading, the first reaction usually reproach 
reproach the child’s lack effort, re- 
proach the preceding teacher for 
ciency. The college blames the high school for 
its poor readers; the high school blames the 
grammar school, and last, reproach falls 
back the unfortunate primary teacher,” or, 
this case, the test given the 
adjustment teacher. 

Jimmie Barton had 85. had 
been retained the prereading class for 
year and was slated repeat the third grade. 
Yet was not problem for the teacher. 
She realized that would through the 
grades reading lower level than the other 
pupils his class. She knew that would 
fit into the adjusted program the school. 

“Susan,” continued the teacher, “has supe- 
rior intelligence. She comes from such good 
home, and her father lawyer. But she will 
write saw for was and doog for good, and 
smiles about it. She can’t remember words 
matter how often present them, and the poor 
child trembles when ask her read.” 

“Poor Miss Gillingham explains, 
“sensory defects, malnutrition, bad home en- 
vironment, any one these might the 
cause the retardation particular cases. 
The emotional strain may often eased 
when the day-by-day failures the child are 
eradicated and given sense accom- 
plishment and success. These causes have been 
ruled out the scientific studies these

specific disabilities. And easy believe 
that such widely different causes could not all 
produce such similar symptoms reversal 
symbols, poor spelling, auditory confusion, 
and writing disability.” 


Neurologists give the term strephosymbolia 


(twisted symbols) for the specific reading dis- 
abilities due lack lateral dominance. 
Strephosymbolia defined delay diffi- 
culty learning read which out har- 
mony with child’s general intellectual abil- 
ity. the outset characterized 
confusion between similarly formed but oppo- 
sitely oriented letters, and tendency 
changing order direction reading. 


The Theory Dominance 


Dr. Walter Dearborn Harvard, says, 
“Tt appears that the development speech, 
reading, and writing, one the cerebral 
hemispheres primarily concerned domin- 
ant the co-ordinations associations made. 
has long been held that the case right- 
handed individuals, the left hemisphere, 
and the left-handed, the right hemisphere. 
This implies lateral dominance one side 
the body which may best described objec- 
tively terms the relative valence hand 
and eye, the two organs concerned silent 
reading and writing. put the matter 
nutshell, appears that, order avoid 
difficulties reading and writing, one should 
left eyed and left handed, right eyed 
and right 

Ralph Haefner, his Educational Signifi- 
cance Left Handedness, states that an- 
investigation the reading and other abilities 
right-handed and left-handed pupils taken 
random from large school system and 
compared with controls, that left-handed 
pupils not differ group from unselected 
pupils reading ability. other words, 
more reading difficulties were found among 
left-handed pupils general than among 
right-handed pupils. 

Margaret Ladd’s study laterality also 
shows left-handedness equally frequent 
among the best and poorest readers school 
population 315 pupils. 


Gertrude Hildreth, her study errors 
made kindergarten and first-grade children, 
their lessons perceiving and reproducing 
geometric figures, numbers, letters, and words, 
showed that most children first make 
various sorts partial and complete reversal 
errors and that they are not made more often 
left-handed than right-handed pupils. 
the study reversal and nonreversal cases 
made Gates, only one pupil the reversal 
group, less than per cent was found 
left-handed. 

Thus, see that left-handedness, such, 
not itself, cause for reading disability. 


Intelligence Not Factor 


The term “specific reading disability” should 
applied only those instances which 
child’s ability write, read, spell, talk 
definitely below the level his general intel- 
ligence and his skill dealing with numbers, 
and within whose families one finds others 
who lack facility handling words. Poor skill 
might the result low lack in- 
terest, poor training, and not the same 
disability. 

The nature the errors, well the fact 
that there usually trouble more than one 
aspect handling words, indicates that the 
primary cause found some varia- 
tions the cerebral mechanism from the 
norm. Statistics show that reading disabilities 
occur the case out every boys, 
and per cent girls. 

Before further discussion laterality and 
mixed dominance, should understood that 
there connection between eye dominance 
and eye acuity. The dominant eye may have 
less acuity than the other eye. 


Mixed Dominance 


after making scientific study eye domi- 
nance, concluded that left-eye dominance may 
considered very minor source difficulty, 
that left-eye dominance way impairs 
adds specific language disabilities. 

addition the studies left-handedness 
and left-eyedness, the information reading 
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clinics, includes notations concerning the 
laterality reading failures. Gates, his 
latest book, Reading (1947), 
states that there growing conviction that 
one the chief causes specific difficulties 
hand and eye. 

The following terms are used for conve- 
nience referring the various combinations 
mixed dominance. 

Pure dextral: right-handed and right-eyed 

Mixed dextral: right-handed 

Pure sinistral: left-handed and left-eyed 

Mixed sinistral: left-handed and right-eyed 

Ambi-eyed dextral: right-handed and ambi- 
eyed 

Ambi-eyed sinistral: left-handed and ambi- 
eyed 

Reading problem cases show larger per- 
centage mixed dextrals. Marion Monroe 
found that the reading defect groups the 
percentage mixed dextrals was 35, while 
the percentage for the control groups ranged 
around 21. 

Mixed sinistrals, left-handed right-eyed 
cases are relatively infrequent, according 
the studies Gates, and are not significant 
relation specific reading disabilities. 

During the 1948 summer session the 
Reading Clinic the Cardinal Stritch Col- 
lege study the laterality reading 
failures, boys and girls, between the ages 
and 15, registered for tutoring, was 
made. The findings were follows: pure 
dextrals, mixed sinistrals, mixed dextrals, 
(median 111) boys). The mixed 
dextrals made per cent this reading 
defect group, and were among the most dis- 
abled cases the reading defect group. 

There are various methods testing the 
laterality pupil. The findings are more ac- 
curate when the testing done with stand- 
ard monoptometer. Dr. Roswell Gallagher, 
Harvard, warns against using one test and 
prefers use series tests for such find- 
ings. advises, “If young child has been 
forced change his handedness would 
inclined change him back. Otherwise, 
would rather just let him use his preferred 
hand and develop dominance the hemisphere 
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involved.” Certainly changes should 
made without the approval neurologist. 
Miss Gillingham warns that any shift 
handedness that not return the ob- 
viously more comfortable and desired hand, 
should made under the close observation 
experienced person and the recom- 

Thirty years ago Englishman, James 
Hinshelwood, suggested that children who 
have trouble learning read might have 
some developmental disorder the area 
the brain from which words are recalled. 

More than years ago, Samuel Orton, 
American neurologist, after making study 
specific language disabilities, developed the 
theory that reversals, mirror writing, and con- 
fusion spelling and reading result from 
failure develop distinct dominance one 
cerebral hemisphere over the other. 

This hypothesis does not suggest any ab- 
normality deficiency the brain, its 
language mechanism, but only hereditary 
tendency fail develop complete domi- 
nance the cerebral hemisphere. 

Throughout the years since this theory was 
established has been attacked many lead- 
ing educators. They, however, are laymen 
the field neurology and date, there has 
been dissent the part neurologists. 

Dr. Gallagher speaking the Orton 
theory, points out that, although the theory 
itself extremely speculative, the fact re- 
mains that has offered implications for 
treatment that have proved valuable. 


Careful Teaching Necessary 

says, “Teaching methods which will ul- 
timately permit children with specific language 
disability read aloud and themselves 
satisfactorily, spell without reversing the 
letters words confusing such letters 
and and and write more fluently, 
must designed firmly impress and reim- 
press visual, auditory, and kinesthetic and 
tactile memories letters, syllables, and 
words, upon one hemisphere that these 
records will vivid and dominant. Letters 
must seen, heard, spoken, and written 
repetitious drill, presented with interest and 
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self-competitive motivation, with the teacher 
watching what the pupils write. One can 
gradually develop memory associations for 
sounds and words which later can recalled 
quickly without confusion. This the basis 
remedial training for those with specific lan- 
guage disability. tedious, time consum- 
ing, but productive very gratifying results.” 

school which follows scientific readiness pro- 
gram. For instance, well-adjusted readi- 
ness setup, primary teacher can the 
alert, watching closely the progress the chil- 
dren having high Johnny’s failures 
are mounting she can make little diagnosis 
the type errors makes. “Is re- 
versal?” How does rank tachistoscopic 
flash recognition words? goes without 
saying that eye acuity and hearing have been 
tested. 

She can reclassify Johnny, placing him with 
group children who need more drill and 
specific training. Perhaps his first classification 
was more the way the halo effect too, 
that further study his readiness test might 
show prognosis probable failure read- 
ing. 

Dr. Gallagher pleads for attention pre- 
vention handling disabled readers. will- 
ingness help these children without resort- 
ing methods which label them “queer” 
“problems,” helps prevent emotional com- 
plications when such children would become 
failures reading. 

“We must distinguish between these chil- 
dren and children who are merely slow.” 

Disabled readers not only are slow, but they 
show reversal tendencies and bizarre spelling. 

The slow reader needs suggestions, practice, 
and success also, but the disabled reader needs 
develop confidence, co-ordination, and 
rhythm. must have long periods drill 
fundamentals, the component parts 
his final activity. 

must pick out the disabled readers early, 
that may exploit their superior successes 
mathematics and prevent punishments and 
discouragement piled upon their handicap. “If 
the situation properly understood and man- 
aged, and the child given help and under- 
standing, will become useful and happy.” 


The Principal’s Responsibility 


Miss Anna Gillingham who excep- 
tionally able person this field, lays serious 
responsibilty the administrative head the 
school plan for this per cent, more, 
his student body. “Even with methods suited 
the group whole there will indi- 
viduals whose reading skills cannot kept 
abreast any group.” The more extreme 
these, well entrants from other schools, 
the initial screening process was not 
used, may demand individual remedial train- 
ing. These children must not turned over 
the remedial department without adminis- 
trative co-operation. The first thing the prin- 
cipal must forestall further failure for 
those who have already met difficulty read- 
ing, arrange immediate introduction 
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the books their class having such ma- 
terial read aloud them, either class- 
mate parent. not hesitate enrich 
child’s musical appreciation above his ability 
execute music. 

Justice the remedial teacher and the 
pupil demands that there reading 
writing, spelling, the child’s program 
other than that the remedial periods. 
exception can made the classroom work 
reading when the entire class takes part 
individualized reading spelling, during 
which periods every child working his 
individual level. Otherwise, the child works 
his remedial assignments. employ two ex- 
actly opposite methods with child the 
same time gives neither chance function. 

Another important way principal can help 
the remedial pupil inform the room 
teacher the nature the student’s handi- 
cap, and warn against such humiliating re- 
marks as, “Oh, the world’s worst speller,” 
etc. Teachers not understand what harm 
they when they attempt hold former 
remedial pupils universal class standard. 

Later on, the high school curriculum, the 
principal will the alert for the foreign 
language demands made such individuals, 
Spanish being the best risk, almost 
wholly phonetic. 


Get Qualified Teacher 


One final responsibility must laid the 
shoulders the principal, that provide 
suitable teacher for the remedial work 
her school. Miss Gillingham points out some 
pertinent facts this regard. “Too often,” 
she says, “the only attempt handle this del- 
icate work made the classroom teacher 
recess time few minutes before after 
school two three times week. The gym-

nasium teacher, whose schedule light, 
kindergarten teacher who teaches half day 
only, retired teacher with major, perhaps, 
Greek science, young college grad- 
uate, patient and sympathetic, and anxious 
earn some extra money. Sympathetic? Pa- 
tient? Yes, but patient with what? With the 
day-by-day mistakes, never inquiring into the 
cause devising remedy? 

“The teaching remedial reading and spell- 
ing profession itself and must come 
recognized such and well paid 
the school. Years study and experience are 
necessary for really effective work with chil- 
dren frustrated and inhibited long failure. 


Besides having the ability assimilate and 
impart information, this work calls for hourly 
psychological and emotional diagnosis. The 
teacher must specialist phonetic train- 
ing; she must know how organize materials 
and endow repetiton with ever fresh en- 
thusiasm.” 

For her reward she must look afar into the 
future, visualizing her pupils happily adjusted 
their respective work this life in- 
tegrated citizens, and realizing that had her 
hands not been laid upon them, they might 
have joined the ever increasing ranks the 
delinquents and consummate failures their 
day.

One student says: “Mr. Bunting 
condemned all people who oppose big busi- 
ness and capitalism collectivists. This 
not true. All through his address Mr. Bunt- 
ing made broad generalizations and was 
vague and even evasive many important 
points.” Another student says, “He gave 
the high spots capitalism its most 
favorable light.” Another student gives the 
comment, was all wrong sev- 
eral points.” The item ends with common 
comment, characteristic the individual 
comments, students expressed their 
disapproval what they believed was de- 
liberate planning Mr. Bunting’s part 
dispensing with the question period 
which was scheduled take place im- 
mediately after the address.” 

the following issue the paper, one 
the student commentators says: 

Last week the Economics Association in- 
sulted the intelligence the students Saint 
Mary’s presenting them Mr. Earl Bunt- 
ing. managing director the National As- 
sociation Manufacturers could and did 
expect that would advocate 
capitalism its present form. What could 
not expect but got was talk that seemed 
deliberately inflammatory, prejudiced, and de- 
signed propaganda for the gullible rather 
than stimulus for thought. 

This very good and healthy sign 
the student body. the kind reaction 
that ought happen always exactly 
that kind presentation and which can 
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most effectively occur, done with good 
manners, question period following 
the discussion. But, any rate, the stu- 
dents’ newspaper apparently available 
students express exactly what they 
think. This should true all student 
newspapers. 

There not always care taken the 
persons who are invited speak colleges 
sure that they speak students 
what might called the college level. 
They may have all the positive beliefs 
the world, but they must presented ob- 
jectively with supporting evidence and not 
call their opponents all kinds names. 
They should intellectually honest. The 
justification for their appearing the col- 
lege that they are helping achieve the 
ultimate purpose the college. They 
should stimulus thought and ought 
give some insight into the problems

The three channels through which one 
makes first impressions and the faculties 
qualities which enter directly into the making 
those impressions may summarized 
follows: 

Physical Impression 

That which people gain through their eyes 
made appearance and health. 
Mental Impression 

That which your strong personality makes 
the other man’s mind without any con- 
scious effort your part—made mind 
qualities (fearlessness, self-confidence, ambi- 
tion, will power, concentration, and sincerity). 
Conscious Impression 

That which one makes deliberately exer- 
cising certain acquired powers influence 
one’s favor people with whom one comes 
contact made one’s use memory, tact, 
initiative, suggestion, interest, reliability, and 
effective speech.

Teachers who are particularly intent upon 
presenting complicated unit difficult 
phase subject matter lucid, attention- 
compelling manner frequently lose sight 
their general over-all objectives. They not 
see the forest for the trees. Teachers math- 
ematics fail this, especially, when teaching 
high school geometry. There something 
challenging the need well-planned, 
logically presented explanation geometrical 
truths and methods that teacher will become 
absorbed developing technique and will 
neglect the background necessary for proper 
perspective all mathemetical truths. 

How many students who have satisfactorily 
“passed” geometry realize that the work 
Euclid not the only accepted geometry; 
that, although reigned supreme for two 
thousand years, there are other geometries 
equally logical; that, while Euclidean 
geometry served some purposes, longer 
accepted absolutely true description 
physical space.

non-Euclidean geometry not practicable 
high school course geometry. The back- 
ground the subject is, however, both inter- 
esting and instructive. Euclid’s fifth postulate, 
which modern textbooks state as, “Through 
given point only one straight line can 
constructed parallel given line,” 
famous one the history geometry. Mathe- 
maticians were not content accept this 
postulate self-evident but neither were they 
able prove proposition deducible 
from other postulates. Euclid, himself, did not 
seem consider fundamental his 
other postulates postponed its use 
long could. 

1733 Italian Jesuit, Saccheri, at- 
tempting prove the fifth postulate the 
method reductio absurdum, actually de- 
veloped body theorems non-Euclidean 
geometry. did not realize that had made 
substantial advance mathematical science 
nor was his work recognized until late the 
nineteenth century. hundred years after 
Saccheri’s writings, was definitely established 
that Euclid’s parallel postulate could not 
proved the basis the other postulates.

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that time two men, Boylai, Hungarian, 
and Lobachevski, Russian, working inde- 
pendently each other developed “hyperbolic 
geometry” which was equally logical 
Euclid’s but which did not include the parallel 
postulate. 

Lobachevski assumed, instead, “Given line 
and point not there exists least 
two lines through parallel 

1854, German mathematician, Rieman, 
suggested third possibility for parallel pos- 
tulate, namely, 

“There are parallel lines.” 

Again valid geometry, known “spher- 
ical geometry” was built using this instead 
Euclid’s fifth postulate. 

Can say that any one these geometries 
more correct than the other? No, for each 
logically consistent. can see that while 
Euclidean geometry more convenient ele- 
mentary applications mathematics, non- 
Euclidean geometry served basis for 
Einstein’s theory relativity. 

great importance the fact that the 
invention non-Euclidean geometry focused 
the attention mathematicians the nature 
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pure mathematics and applied mathe- 
matics; pure mathematics, abstract 
mathematical science and applied mathe- 
matics, its concrete interpretation. had been 
believed that Euclidean geometry was not 
only logically consistent but also that gave 
exact account physical space. Now 
was seen that only one many possible 
ways considering space. had been be- 
lieved that axioms were absolute 
truths. Now was seen that they are merely 
assumptions, that the deduced 
from them are valid they follow the laws 
logic. Other geometries based consistent 
axioms are equally true. 

1909 Felix Klein advised, “Every high 
school teacher must necessity know some- 
thing about non-Euclidean geometry, because 
one the few branches mathematics 
which, means certain catch-phrases, has 
become known wider circles and concerning 
which any teacher consequently liable 
asked any time.” How much more appro- 
priate this advice today when scientific and 
mathematical advances are followed eagerly 
even the uninitiated. 


Teaching Poetry High School 
James Milord 


Teaching may called tradition ridden 
profession. The curriculum handed down 
the generation immediately before and 
its subject matter has liturgical pattern 
its own, put together the masters 
yesterday. justice our predecessors, 
must admit that this liturgy, this catechism, 
the cumulative effort undoubtedly the 
best minds the time. There quarrel 
the matter the scholastic worth this 
tradition. But the process heritage there 
occurs interim radical, almost catas- 
trophic developments, developments which 
enter every field education and life. Changes 
are brought about new sociological ideas, 
conventions, new modes living, and 
all the other innovations brought from 
age age. 

Today these traditions are hindrance 
progressive education. Fuller and richer de- 
velopment eager minds clouded the 
precedents another generation. Few subjects 
escape the sacred pedagogy the past. 
indeed enigma why one the noblest 
fields all, poetry, should subjected 
the worst repression. Ironic indeed the 
exultant praise poetry and the casual gloss- 
ing its contents. 

Poetry simply abstraction for most 
college students, let alone for high school 
pupils. The teaching received was hopelessly 
inadequate toward inculcating real love 
the art. Were not for the efforts fellow 
student, who inspired search into poetry, 
would today missing one the greatest 


all aesthetic joys and the best means 
creative expression. 

number factors contribute the soft 
pedal attitude toward poetry. Tradition has 
left teachers with many lamentable convic- 
tions that turn affect their process edu- 
cation. The faults poetry course today 
general come under these four heads: (1) 
undue stress the unimportant aspects 
poetry, (2) hackneyed study “traditional” 
poems, (3) lack appreciative teaching, and 
(4) lack emphasis individual creation. 
shall endeavor discuss these points 
detail and give what consider method 
teaching poetry that more keeping with 
our high Christian standards and ideals. 


Stressing the Unimportant 


Poetry, exists most curriculums, 
comes under some branch country’s 
period’s general literature. Time and again, 
have seen instructors give more than ample 
time novelist, essayist, biographer and 
very superficial attention major poet. 
They wasted many precious class hours 
discussing irrelevant matter about the poet’s 
life, about the rhyme scheme what “re- 
vered” critics have say about it. These 
teachers forgot, many are forgetting now, 
that the chief purpose the study poetry 
high school has with understanding 
and appreciating the poems themselves, not 
lot facts about these poems their 
authors and certainly not with the judgment 
critics. Professor Fairchild tells that 
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cultivate our musical taste, must 
hear good music; wish understand 
and enjoy painting and sculpture, must 
see good pairiting and sculpture; wish 
enjoy good architecture, must see 
building artistic construction; wish 
understand and appreciate poetry, must 
read and study poetry, not books about poetry. 
The teacher who succeeds bringing home 
pupil some adequate measure the in- 
herent beauty, delight, and charm single 
great poem, Michael, Andrea del Sarto, 
more for the pupil than sends him out 
with encyclopedic knowledge the facts 
literature from Beowulf Robert Bridges. The 
pupil who, some adequate measure, has been 
made sensible the beauty, inspiration, and 
power poetry; who has been led feel 
the awakening and liberalizing effect 
single great poem; who has learned not merely 
talk about poetry the classroom but 
read with delight his leisure hours, has 
learned the secret literary appreciation. 
teacher can bestow finer 

The ultimate criterion poem’s worth 
not what other people like dislike but what 
you and your students derive from poem. 
The crucible test poetry the reader not 
one who reads for him. But would not this 
type care-free class procedure each in- 
dividual setting his own criterions prove 
disastrous? Would not many students de- 
prived something worth while? Would not 
the course totally lacking purpose? 
These arguments hold weight only the light 
tradition whose shackles hope break. 

First all, the class does not become “care- 
free.” The intrinsic qualities poetry are 
such that riveted attention necessary 
understanding. The student cannot set 
criterion never reads studies poem. 
The teacher, therefore, will see that 
these requisites are present. The second ob- 
jection, that many students would neglected, 
groundless. contend that all normal stu- 
dents have native imagination capable 
some stimulation and would benefit from some 
type poetry, the lofty singing 
Browning the homespun chortling James 
Whitcomb Riley. Poetry universal that 
one kind another its norms presenta- 
tion will found delight, charm, and en- 
hance the intellectual life the reader regard- 
less his emotional and artistic make-up. 

The third objection that the course would 
lack purpose would hold weight poetry 
lacked purpose. incontestable that poetry 
does have purpose and the liking but few 
poems better than not liking any all. 

learn teaching that system cor- 
relation inseparable from standard cur- 
literature course may call for two, 
six, ten weeks poetry. Let take note 
that word poetry. does not stand for 
poesy, prosody, poetic history. These are 
mere supplements. The secondary teacher 
poetry should teach poetry, first and foremost; 
and the rest will follow.

The student’s dislike for poetry many 
cases has its origin his being forced read 
poetry that not suitable his nature. can 
recall how, the fourth year high school, 
our professor bombarded with “traditional” 
textbook poems whose themes were much too 
far the heavy side. The class, with few ex- 
ceptions, immediately registered disapproval. 
Why? was not because the poems were pro- 
found but because were forced. Art 
coercion good art all simply be- 
cause aesthetic appreciation and development 
free, rational process which the intellect 
grasps the form, beauty, and integrity the 
object and tends toward with the will. The 
mind being forced art not free and 
whatever learned does not bear the stamp 
the intellect’s free recognition the ob- 
ject’s worth. 

Many lamentable results follow such meth- 
ods. this coerced reading that makes 
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Slumber Song

pupil, under question during discussion 
poetry, extol the poem poet the skies, 
ofttimes the exact words his teacher. 
found saying that this work that work 
“luminary the heavens” “worthy 
piece from Parnassus”; this poet that 
choice companion the Muse.” These are 
nothing but re-echoings, when the same 
time the student has seldom even bothered 
read the poet his works. praising 
art because his teacher praised art. feigns 
emotion over some lofty passage because his 
teacher waxed eloquent over it. Thus poetic 
appreciation rara avis among high school 
students. 

The teacher might all sincerity con- 
vinced the poem’s worth, its transcendent 
power, its vast intellectual content, and its 
fineness composition but should remem- 
ber that there considerable age difference 
between himself and his class. Knowledge pre- 
supposes mental growth. Intellectual maturity 
reached development from the lower, 


more overt forms expression the deeper 
and more subtle. Some pupils are endowed 
with greater keenness perception than 
others. While one group will take one poem 
and form, others will not. Tradition seldom 
allows for age difference mental make-up. 
The instructor then faced with the problem: 
such class diverse likes and ranges 
thought? The answer simple: Break with 
tradition. 

This divorce from the past should ap- 
proached experimentally. this experiment- 
ing, the teacher should read aloud varied 
number poems. These poems should con- 
tain the elements humor, romance, every- 
day life, and didactics, and should have wide 
range themes. They should also chosen 
test their variety appeals imagery 
and sound effect. The imagery may have 
either simple involved description. 
There may concrete pictures abstract 
personifications, clouded similes clear meta- 
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phors. The sound effect may have refrains, 
alliterations, onomatopoeia, internal rhymes, 
vowel consonant relationships. all these 
should the class quizzed their par- 
ticular likes and the results tabulated. gen- 
eral, students high school level rank com- 
monplace and humorous subjects with obvious 
imagery very high their list; didactic and 
romantic subjects with hidden imagery the 
bottom. Adolescent nervous energy seldom can 
romance. 

Length another factor considered. 
Humor best brevity and the common- 
place becomes overcommon when prolonged. 
Lyrics obvious imagery however can 
considerable length because they demand 
little mental exertion. Poe’s rule shortness, 
whether agree not agree with for 
the entire field poetry, makes sense high 
school students. 

The comprehension poetry has set 
difficulties all its own. not only the lan- 
guage that puzzles but the emphasis the 
figurative. Literal interpretations nothing 
but entangle the student labyrinth un- 
original imagery. The teacher should make 
free and original interpretation unalterable 
rule and try avoid any coercion likes, 
even small things. gustibus non dispu- 
tandum est unquestionably true with respect 
poetry. 


Lack Appreciative Teaching 


Students high school today are not im- 
mune the influences the age which 
they live. Some them are tempted read 
best sellers which cater man’s inclination 
evil just because others are reading them. And 
some parents not edify their own choice 
reading. 

The perennial crops “art” the array 
picture magazines are such nature 
that erotic pleasure seems the only re- 
sult intended. And when these magazines are 
left the perusal growing children many 
evil habits thought and action can result. 
Literature weighs heavily our lives. Every 
mind impressionable and subject influ- 
ence. Unless the minds our high school stu- 
dents are filled with worthy thoughts and 
sublime ideals through the medium good 
literature, there grave danger that their 
minds will fall prey noxious mental activity. 
Students who claim that off-color literature 
has nothing with their independent 
thinking are practicing self-deceit. 

addition prayer and the sacraments, 
those who are determined avoid reading 
dangerous literature will seek wholesome read- 
ing which will preserve balance mind and 
salutary objective attitude toward life. The 
imagination, besides being exercised, tough- 
ened, and disciplined must nourished with 
many interests which serve not merely 
escape, but positive means useful 
end, e.g., bettering one’s life, developing under- 
standing people, expressing one’s crea- 
tive powers. Here where the teacher 
poetry enters into the picture. 
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the province the poetry instructor 
teach the highest all arts and the best 
vehicle for creating endless stream 
mental and purposeful images and interests. 
say highest all arts because respect 
their functions poetry superior the other 
fine arts. The poet enjoys advantage over 
the musician, whose purpose express 
keen and direct emotion through rhythmical 
sounds, that poetry casts spell more 
precise thought along with the rhyme, rhythm, 
and meter music. Tennyson illustrates his 
poetic technique employing words 
they were notes: 


“Sweet and low, sweet and low, 

Wind the western sea! 

Low, low, breathe and blow 
Wind the western sea! 

Over the rolling waters go, 

Come from the dying moon, and blow, 
Blow him again me; 

While little one, pretty one, 


Architecture limited definiteness 
ideas. Painting and color not afford pleasure 
the ear does poetry. The superiority 
poetry springs from its power express 
thought directly through words. Words are 
symbols ideas and ideas are native man’s 
rational life. The poet commands the realm 
thought which outside the domain the 
brush, the chisel, the lyre. 

The teacher poetry should convinced 
the superiority his subject and should 
endeavor convince his pupils it. 
should appeal their adolescent emotions. 
Surely none but senseless heart would fail 
respond the poignancy Longfellow’s 
translation the “Divina Commedia” 


and Low” from The Princess.

Father Gillis 
declares that “the great poets reveal more 
about life than the great philosophers. 
learn more, and more truly, from Shakespeare 
then from Aristotle, and from Dante than 
from St. Thomas Aquinas.” Philosophers relay 
their convictions with logical scientific im- 
passiveness, with cold mechanics and frigid 
abstractions. They lack appeal the heart. 
Christ Himself conveyed His ideas and con- 
cepts through parables which appealed the 
emotions, the imagination, the heart. 
And who are better His method? 

Yes, students can brought the real- 
ization that poetry has power transcend 
the earth, perhaps from the sound chil- 
dren’s feet they will hear the beat the feet 
the Hound Heaven. Perhaps, from the 
smell rose, they may able see His 
blood upon it. Perhaps, from the patter the 
rain they will see the tears His eyes. Let 
the teacher poetry appreciate and live 
and his class will grow the same. 


Neglecting Individual Creation 

Teachers will find that even “appreciative” 
teaching and eulogizing, dissecting and anal- 
yzing, drilling and memorizing the most 
suitable poems still will find enthusiasm ebb- 
ing times. There seems driving 
force however compelling the motivation. 
What can the cause for this the light 
what has been said? Simply this: Too often 
teachers regard their pupils learners 
action and theory and not doers. Sometimes 
there seems tremendous gap between 
theory and practice for them when initiating 
class into some branch knowledge. 

Poetry the fruit creative spirit and 
can fully sensed only those who view 
from the angle creation. The teacher then 
will have buoy his class having 
them create. should recognize that most 
pupils have the ability create poetry but 
many are inhibited the fear apathetic 
criticism.

good unfathomable. teach poetry 
enable minds grasp eternal verities.

uncommon realms life wherein are revealed 
the mind’s eye the laws personality. All 
this the arduous but noble work the 
teacher poetry.

Many Potential Scientists 


Now you ask how can done. Initiative 
and resourcefulness our students are fre- 
quently only dormant, merely waiting 
awakening impulse. supply this impulse, 
organize science club. the club only in- 
terested pupils will found and, because their 
numbers are few, individual help from the 
teacher possible.

Recently has been stated 
that really successful scientist one who 
has learned get along with people, one 
who social and political being well 
scientist. 

lack time other circumstances, such 
lack space, materials, equipment, 
make the club impossible, another means 
encouraging initiative presents itself demon- 
stration periods. When these occur, for in- 
stance, the electrolysis water, the ioniza- 
tion process, the preparation the 
halogens, the students turn should re- 
sponsible for setting the apparatus before 
class. guidance needed, can given. 
surprising how few really want help. 
Most them desire themselves and 
most instances they are successful. doing 
this, they learn not only the setup, but also 
the reasons for the different pieces ap- 
paratus. Here, also, opportunity re- 
ward the duller student. theory plods 
‘with little success but feels, now one 
point least, has conquered. sense 
responsibility and self-confidence built up.

Laboratory work 
essential. “Individualized laboratory work has 
not made progress recent years. This 
serious matter. especially serious 
atomic age, which must rely upon schools 
for most the general education its 
citizens. can afford lose much the 
subject matter and content now present 
science textbooks and syllabi. cannot afford 
lose the experimental approach solving 
problems. Only and through the laboratory 
can develop individuals that desirable 
attitude which tends base belief and con- 
viction upon evidence-gathering process. 
If, then, abandon individualized laboratory 
work, shall succeed cutting the heart 
out the contribution which science can 
laboratory opportunities are definitely de- 
nying youth adequate learning experiences.

Another example 
linking science and living comes from 
1898, when Sir William Crookes gave pes- 
simistic lecture which predicted food 
famine when our nitrate supplies were ex- 
hausted. These and many, many others may 
found.

Abrasives” began one room with small 
bucket and one carbon rod. Today the abrasive 
industry one the largest and most im- 
portant. one has more international fame 
than Henry Heinz, yet the famous “Fifty- 
Seven” began his own kitchen. These and 
similar films prove the students that all 
great men became from hard work, willing- 


ness know, and unwavering resource- 
fulness.

Procedure for Making Statues 

Mix plaster Paris craft molding clay with 
cold water. determine amount, measure 
water capacity mold. Pour water into 
bowl, then add powder quantity that will 
dissolve water leaving very thin layer 
water top. Stir creamy mixture, free 
from lumps. not stir contents too long 
sets quickly. Fill mold. Dry one half hour 
before removing from mold. loosen the 
mold rub with soap suds and then gently 
remove the statue. 

Paint the inside the cigar box with dark 
blue poster paint, cover with dark blue 
construction paper. Paste gold stars the in- 
side the box. Also place 2-inch blue 
silver star the end toothpick and with 
scotch tape fasten outside center the 
box. 

Place two cups soap flakes electric 
mixer, add one cup warm water, then mix 
until the suds stand peaks. Thickly cover 
the top, sides, and lid the crib. Sprinkle 
artificial snow the “soap Two-inch 
branches evergreen trees add the appear- 
ance the crib.

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Winter Brings Special Floor Problems 
Dave Smalley 


the case most large buildings, the 
school’s chief winter problem the main- 
tenance the floors. the first place cold 
weather presents serious hazard for ship- 
ments freezable materials; and the second 
place, condition even more important 
schools, snow and ice double treble the job 
keeping the floors clean and safe. 

Prior the late war was less difficult 
make shipments freezable materials 
freezing weather. Refrigerator cars were nearly 
always available for winter conversion 
preheating and sealing. Trucking systems, still 
struggling against freight and express com- 
petition, were careful with perishable ship- 
ments, and the express company, conscious 
turn the threatened encroachment 
the truck lines, rarely allowed shipment 
freeze. 

During and since the war, however, the 
shipping situation has changed considerably. 
Already overtaxed with business, and with 
facilities more less deteriorated since pre- 
war days, the carriers longer afford adequate 
protection for winter shipments, and when 
comes such freezable commodities 
floor wax, they definitely disclaim liability. 

Today, freight shipments which, prewar 
days, went through four five days, re- 
quire two weeks longer. Truck and express 
shipments, nowadays overflowing crowded 
terminals, are allowed lay outdoor plat- 
forms. Labels warning against freezing are 
wasted effort. 


Unprotected Winter Shipments Unwise 


Because these shipping conditions, ship- 
pers water waxes and other freezable ma- 
terials have been losing thousands dollars 
each winter replacements. The time has 
come when such shippers feel they can 
longer absorb these losses, but must ship 
the risk the buyers. 

While schools usually buy enough floor 
treatments the spring and summer last 
through the following winter, many wait until 
late fall early winter buy materials for 
the Christmas holiday renovation. view 
present conditions this longer wise plan, 
unless the holiday supplies are ordered time 
arrive before freezing weather. Most sup- 
pliers will allow extended datings requested. 

you must have delivery water wax 
the winter, have your supplier pick 
favorable time can, but prepared for 
possible loss from freezing. With more than 
three four days the road and with 
more than hundred miles between points, 
nothing less than gamble. 

But freezing does not always damage 
water wax. fact, partial freezing seldom 
injures the material. Complete freezing, where 
the wax frozen solid and which caused 
extended subjection subzero weather, 


likely ruin the product: Even such 
cases, however, complete freezing does not 
every instance ruin the wax, advisable 
examine before passing final judgment. 
still liquid, after thawing, and dries with 
gloss has not been injured. thick, 
nothing you can with will restore it, 
though some benefit can still obtained 
applying and buffing with machine. The 
properties the wax itself are not affected 
the freezing, only the structure the mix, 
and usually very good gloss can acquired 
buffing. 

you run out water wax the midst 
very cold weather and cannot obtain de- 
livery with safety, may advisable buy 
enough the solvent type wax tide you 
over. Solvent wax congeals cold weather 
and must buffed get polish, but freez- 
ing does not injure and reliquefies 
few hours warm room. course the 
solvent waxes cannot used asphalt and 
rubber floors but they serve perfectly 
almost any other kind, and there are still 
lot experienced maintenance people who 
prefer them, believing they have better wear- 
ing qualities. 


Good Winter Maintenance Possible 


much for the winter problems the 
materials. More important schools, and 
perhaps more difficult solve, are the winter 
problems floor maintenance itself. They are 
presented two phases: danger from slipping 
because ice and snow carried the 
shoes, and increased soiling and damage caused 
weather conditions outside. 

the school, well any other build- 
ing, the first thing consider safety. Ice 
and snow present definite hazard streets 
and sidewalks, and entrances should kept 
clean possible. Certain chemicals, 
even common salt, prevent freezing en- 
trances and mats further reduce the slip 
danger. Keep the floor inside free from 
dust and litter possible. Particles under 
foot often cause slipping, and with the added 
hazard wet shoe soles the danger in- 
creased. From the standpoint safety alone 
advisable clean the floor near the en- 
trances several times day, especially bad 
weather. 

for the other phase wintertime main- 
tenance: Floors get dirtier oftener and 
greater degree when the weather bad. This 
means floors should cleaned oftener 
maintain customary standards, they must 
have better protection. salt, another 
chemical used outside, the tracked-in portion 
often injurious the floor. Where there 
great deal traffic, frequent moppings are 
not only inconvenient but unless soap some 
other cleaning agent used, the accumulation 
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stains intensifies because clear water will 
not remove it. the same time, soapy floors 
can more dangerous under ice-incrusted 
shoes than dirty floors, and therefore soap 
moppings are more less taboo during 
busy hours. 

For floors subjected the rigors winter 
protective finish seems the best alter- 
native, and the present time floor wax 
appears the best thing available. fills 
the pores the floor, preventing stains from 
penetrating and, because mud, dust, etc., do. 
not adhere it, cleaning simplified. Instead 
wet mopping during the day, dust mop 
usually suffices for removing accumulations, 
but extreme cases polishing machine 
should brought into service. Buffing with 
stiff brush quickly loosens tenacious dirt 
waxed surface, making easier remove 
with dust mop. The need for water mopping, 
during busy hours, thereby eliminated. 


Wax Safe Winter Finish 


Those charge large buildings, wherein 
many people traverse the floors, are often 
apprehensive floor wax, especially ground 
floors where traffic usually greater, and 
where people are more likely hurry. 
Especially this true schools with hard 
surface floors, such terrazzo, cement, etc., 
and such smooth floors asphalt tile. 

true that some floor waxes are naturally 
slippery because the formulation which 
they are made, often the result using 
paraffin reduce the cost manufacture. 
good wax, however, properly applied 
should neither increase nor decrease the de- 
gree safety any floor. This fact has 
been proved many times both laboratory 
and practical tests. has been found, how- 
ever, that dirty waxed floor somewhat 
more slippery than clean one, because dirt 
does not adhere waxed surface and pro- 
duces sort “roller bearing” effect under 
foot. Where floors are waxed near entrances, 
therefore, important that the surface 
dust-mopped frequently during the day. 

also conceded that highly polished 
floors present something mental hazard, 
but the reaction can good well bad. 
People are prone walk more cautiously 
glossy floor though, course, they 
fall they blame the floor. 

After weighing all the facts and after ad- 
mitting certain disadvantages floor wax, 
remains that thus far adequate substitute 
for wax has been developed found for floors. 
Wax nature’s own preservative for many 
her products, being impervious mois- 
ture, resistant stains, lubricant friction, 
and itself almost indestructible. True wax 
may wear off but doubtful ever 
wears out. the limited lubricating func- 
tion and the extreme tenacity wax which 
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are not duplicated any other material. 
the slight “give” under pressure which pro- 
tects the surface under the wax and which 
also makes the wax film self-healing under 
buffing. From other kind finish can the 
mars traffic erased little rubbing. 


Some Paradoxical Qualities Wax 


There are some seemingly paradoxical fea- 
tures about floor wax, however, that every 
user should remember. Two coats are less 
likely slippery than one coat, and one 
coat diluted per cent less likely 
slippery than one regular coat. The slip- 
pery point floor wax might compared 
with the vibration point machine, which 
vibration decreases above and below certain 
speed. more specific, one coat 
per cent wax, either the solvent water wax 
type, seems the high point slipperi- 
ness. Above and below per cent, slipperi- 
ness decreases. 

you are dubious about using wax 
certain places certain floors, places 
where you think the hazard greater, you 
may still get some the benefits wax 
with minimum danger dilution 
per cent indicated above. you 
are using solvent type wax, add naphtha. 
water wax add water, simply use the 
water wax soap the mop water. Then 
buff the floor when dry. Enough wax gen- 
erally deposited this method respond 
with little sheen from buffing and makes 
cleaning easier. 

There are so-called nonslippery floor waxes, 
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but these are often loaded with rosin other 
material with similar properties, give tacki- 
ness the film. Certainly, the floor sticky 
will not slippery, but one virtue has 
been gained the expense others. Tacky 
floors absorb and hold dirt, increasing rather 
than decreasing maintenance problems. 

There are certain varnish lacquer type 
finishes now offered substitutes for floor 
wax, their chief claim being safety. But being 
rigid quality they break under traffic 
and present difficulties the matter re- 
pairs. There are also lacquer type, water-white 
seals designed for terrazzo and similar floors, 
some which seem fairly serviceable. 
They must nonyellowing and such con- 
sistency leave the very thinnest film, 
fact just enough body fill the pores and 
make cleaning easy. Too much surface film will 
soon wear off spots and paths. 


Apply Wax Warm Floor 


When applying floor wax cold weather, 
the best results are obtained rooms with 
temperature 60° above. Water wax 
difficult apply satisfactorily room below 
degrees, and solvent wax should not 
applied all such low temperature. 
When necessary apply wax cold floor, 
the extreme chill can removed mopping 
with hot water before applying the wax. Hot 
water dries rapidly cold floor. 

Water spotting more less common 
complaint about waxes wintertime. This 
because waxes dry more slowly cold, 
damp weather. Especially this true the 
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water waxes, for water wax really water- 
proof until all its original moisture has been 
expelled, and some waxes are slower about 
drying than others, particularly those con- 
taining elements make them self-leveling. 
There are, sure, some water waxes 
which never become waterproof because they 
are either made with too much soap other 
emulsifying agent contain too much per- 
manent alkali. Such waxes were once quite 
common before present more scientific meth- 
ods manufacture were introduced. 

Buffing speeds the drying water 
wax and produces its natural water resistance 
few minutes, though must not 
buffed for the first minutes after 
application. cold, damp weather ad- 
visable wait two three hours before 
buffing. Then, good wax, one naturally 
waterproof, can made waterproof 
very few minutes concentrated buffing 
that is, holding the polishing machine 
one place long enough create heat. Not long 
enough, course, burn the floor. While this 
process would too slow for large floor 
area, practicable procedure entrances, 
around drinking fountains, etc. little water 
poured the buffed space will show whether 
not you have buffed enough. 

All things considered, the increased prob- 
lems winter floor maintenance are not too 
great burdensome they are understood 
and given proper attention. But you pro- 
ceed with summertime routine into cold 
weather you may find yourself trouble 
aplenty.
